WASHINGTON, D. C., December 25.— 


Commissioner Colman is somewhat an- 
noyed over the statements by some of the 
newspapers relative to the disallowance 
of that account of $1,800 by the Comp- 
troller against him. He says a portion ot 
this account had accrued before he took 
the oath of office, and that the same day 
be took the oath he started for his home 
in St. Louis to arrange his private busi- 
ness preparatory to moving his family to 
Washington, leaving the department in 
charge 
of General E. 
A. 
Carman, 


Chief Clerk, who for many years had 
filled the position, and who became acting 
Commissioner under the law in the ab 
sence of the Commissioner. He says the 
disallowed account was for the payment 
of the hands on the seed roll who were 
putting up seeds at the time he took hia 
office; that said account was approved4>y 
said Carman and by him certified to be 
correct and payable out of the laboratory 
fond, and that he (Colman) never saw it 
nor was consulted in regard to it. 
Commissioner Colman says it is true the 
seed found had been exhausted, as he 
afterward learned, and there was no 
other fund out of which to pas the hands; 
bnt this was not his fault, but the fault 
of his predecessor. 
It was a legacy left 


him by the former administration. 
As 


soon as he learned the troe situation ol 
affairs he dismissed Carman and fnr- 
longhed all who were on the seed roll. He 
claims that as Carman had given bond to 
the Government for the faithful and 
proper discharge of his duties, he alone 
is responsible on his bond if he has vio 
lated them.

Consul-General Mueller. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 25.— 


The Evening Star has the following 
Consul-General Mueller, whose report 
upon the feeling of the German Govern 
ment towards the United States Is like!

between the two countries, and probably 
to the demand on the part of German; 
for Mr. Mueller's recall, comes from the 
same town with Representative Foran of 
Ohio, who knows him very well. Mr. 
Foran says the report is \ cry characteris- 
tic of the writer, who, he asserts, is a 
man of very advanced 
liberal views 


and a believer in ti republican form ol 
government. 
He is what Is known as a 


"Forty-eighter," having been obliged to 
leave Germany, his native country, on ac- 
count of participation in the revolution of 
'48, when the Liberal Germans strove for 
a constitutional form of government. In 
this country his Republican ideas have 
had fnll growth, as well as his antagonism 
to monarchlal government. 
When he 


went back to his native land as a repre- 
sentative of this country he 
carried 


with him ell his American ideas. 
Mr. 


Foran says further, that he would not 
have 
been 
received 
by 
the 
Ger- 


man 
Government when appointed by 


President Cleveland but for the fact that 
during the Franco-Prussian war he visit- 
ed the Fatherland, and though an ardent 
Bepublican, his sympathies In that strug- 
gle were with his own people, and he 
rendered the German soldiers valuable 
service in the hospitals and elsewhere. 
On account of this the dermal) Govern- 
ment extended to him a pardon for Ms 
previous offenses against the govern- 
ment, so that when appointed Consul- 
Goneral to represent the United States 
there 
was 
no 
objection 
raised. 


It is felt to be pretty certain, says the 
Star, that Germany will demand Mr. 
Mueller's recall, and this Government 
will have to comply; but Mr. Bayard will 
not do so without making it pretty plain 
that we do not recognize the right of any 
nation to restrict the liberty of speech of 
American citizens, and that it is not held 
fey us to be an offense to entertain repub- 
lican ideas. 


It is thought that .this little episode will 


render our relations with Germany still 
more strained, and that she will be placed 
on our list with Austria.

One Stroke For the Settler*. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 26.— 


In the case of W. J. Hamilton vs. The; 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, In- 
volving the claim of a settler to a tract of 
land within the limits ol the grant, which 
was resisted by the company on technical 
grounds, respecting the original settler's 
qualifications as a pre-c raptor, Commis- 
sloner Sparks holds that the settlement 
claim, proven by occupation and improve- 
ment, although not placed on record, ex- 
cept* the land from the withdrawal, and 
that the railroad company can not be held 
to attack the settler's qualification or 
compliance with law, under the public 
land laws olfthe United States. The prin- 
ciple of this decision Is that lands occu- 
pied by actual settlen, as well as lands 
held under claims of record, are ex- 
cepted from railroad grant and withdraw- 
al and being so excepted at the proper 
time, wonld not pass to the railroad even 
U the settlement claim should afterward 
prove to be in any manner defective as 
against the United States. Comptroller 
Sparks further holds that the question 
would then be between the original or 
subsequent settler, as the case might be, 
and the Government, and can never be 
made a question between the settler and 
the railroad company. In other words, 
that land-grant railroads can not pursue 
settlers and challenge the validity of their 
claims as against the United States. 


Found Dead in an Alley.

BOSTON, MASS., December 26.—Fred 


Story, a wealthy young man of Yarmouth, 
Me., Is extensively inteicsted in shipping, 
and receives a remittance ol something 
like 95,000 a month Irom England. He 
has spent a few thousand to satisfy his 
love for horses, and In the purchase of a 
fast trotter. When the trotting season 
was over he was obliged to spend the $8,- 
000 monthly remittance some other way. 
Lawrence gamblers made his acquaint- 
ance In the course of the circuit races, 
and marked him as ripe enough to be 
plucked. A few days ago Story was suc- 
cessfully steered up to Lawrence, where, 
being excessively fond of billards, he had 
a game or two with a sleek young man. 
In due time a quiet little game of poker 
was suggested. It was a four-handed game, 
the fourth roan being the proprietor of 
the hotel. The Yarmouth man "dropped" 
,91,100 at the two sittings and then per- 
ceived that it was a brace game, and that 
he was being fleeced of his money, but he 
said nothing, and allowed the Lawrence 
sharpers to think lie had no suspicion 
that anything was wrong. 
Then he said 


to himself: "I know a game worth two 
of that," and came to Boston. 
He had 


been bitten, bnt made up his mind that he 
would turn biter; so he looked over all 
the Boston card-sharpers for a partner, 
with the intention of going back to Law- 
rence, capturing all the stakes, cleaning 
out the sharps and teaching them a lesson 
that they would not forget for some time. 
Finally he picked out a skillful manipula- 
tor, one Fisher, who is said to be one 
of the best poker players in this country. 
Fisher recently came 
from 
Chicago, 


where he made the gamblers of that city 
turn their pockets inside out. 81017 was 
jubilant at the thought of getting square 
and, after "posting" Fisher, they went 
to Lawrence. Story Introduced Fisher, 
tuid the great battle witli cards began. 
Fisher was staked by Story, who had §1,- 
700 in his pocket to paralyze the Law- 
rence men with. It is alleged that the 
Chicago 
gambler forsook Story and 


joined fortunes with the Lawrence men. 
The result was that in a short time Story 
lost his *1,700. Story was so determined 
to fight to the death that he staked his 
Bhirt-studs, cuff-buttons, rings and watch, 
all of which he lost. 


A Daring Bobbery. 


ST. Louis, Mo., December 26.—A dar- 


ing highway robbery was committed by 
three men on the corner of North Market 
street and Blair avenue. Mrs. Henry 
Truerbringer, the victim, in closing up 
her hardware store at 1407 North Market 
street, took with her a small basket in 
which slie had placed f 400 in silver, gold 
and bills. She was accompanied by Mr. 
riiurlos Wolff. It was tben about eleven 
o'clock, nnd as they were walking briskly 
along three men sprung out from a place 
of concealment near the corner of Blair 
uvenne, one of whom grabbed hold of the 
lady aud threw her to Uie ground, wliile the 
other two assaulted Wolff.

Twenty-Two Vessels Wrecked in 


Che Harbor and Sixty 


Lives Lost. 


Heroi/mi of Officers and Sailort on Show 


Who Tried to Besone Those Im- 


periled on Board. 


Thrilling Account of the Terrible Disas- 


ter By Those Who Escaped 


From It. 


NBW YORK, December 25.—The Pacific 


Mall Steamer City of Para arrived here 
yesterday, having on board parts of the 
crews of five of tbe vessels lost at Aspin- 
wall in the terrible norther that swept 
that port beginning on December 2d, and 
causing the loss of twenty-two vessels 
and at least fifty-three lives. 


In talking about thedisastrons effects of 


the gale, Captain Oxholra, of the Bark 
Douglas Castle, satfl that he arrived in 
port on November 6th with coal. He had 
been waiting for an opportunity to dis- 
charge his cargo, and on the forenoon of 
December 2d was on shore talking with 
his consignees about getting a lighter 
alongside. The weather was beautiful, 
and 
the 
water 
perfectly 
calm. 


There 
was 
nothing 
in 
the 
air 


or sky, or about 
the 
barometers, 


to indicate anything bnt a continuance of 
£air weather, bnt at noon tttose who nap-: 
pened to be looking out to sea saw a 
curious wave with a sheet of foam be-| 
hind it, making into the harbor at a ter- 
rific speed, although there was not a 
cloud to be seen. At once there was a 
stir on the decks ol the steamers lying at 
the piers, and evidences ot an attempt to 
get up steam were apprrent. The cap- 
tarns of sailing vessels who were on 
ishore were obliged to stay there. The 
officers onboard as the vessels keeled be- 
fore 
the 
blast, hastened 
to 
clear 


away the anchor and mate things snug 
in hopes of riding out what seemed to 
the strangers there to be a shdden 
squall that would soon blow itself out. 
Within half an hour the sky was over- 
cast and tbe rain drove down before the; 
wind so that none could lace it, while the 
howling of the blast made cpmmunica-' 
tion between officers and men possrujjl' 
only by means of signs. The harbor was"1 
full of huge rollers as far out as Point 
Chagres. When the ships began to go' 
ashore the people on the shore turned 
their attention to saving the men from the 
ships, but little or nothing could be done. 
No life-boats could be launched, and none 
launched from the ships could hope to 
make a landing in safety. Nevertheless 
some of the men who tried to swim 
ashore were picked ont of the breakers 
and saved. 


Captain Bentzen of the bark Holden 


said that at ten o'clock at night he was: 
standing on his forecastle watching a Ht- 
tie schooner half a ship's length away. A 
boat from a three-masted schooner had, 
come alongside witti 
four men, who 


boarded her and undertook to help the 
master clear his vessel. The men in hen 
were at the pump, and the men from the 
boat found that the discharge ports in her 
bows were open, giving the waves a clean 
sweep through her hold. 
Still her Cap- 


tain refused to go into the big schooner's 
long-boat with his men, and the four men 
went away. 
They came alongside the 


Holden which seemed to be in pretty 
good shape, and were taken on board. A 
few minutes later, the little lumber- 
hooker keeled over and lay helpless on the 
rocks, with her weather-rail out of water 
occasionally 
The crew clung to it for a, 


time, but one by one they dropped off and 
Were lost. 
About, four o'clock on the1 


morning of the 8d the Holden went 
ashore. 


"I told the men," said Captain Bentzen, 


"that we would die if we stayed, and that 
we had a chance for our lives if ive took 
to the water. Mr. Jacobsen, the mate,j 
went first, and fortunately landed in safe- 
ty. I had been washed from the forei 
castle, and had my head split open, so, 
that I was i\eak from loss of blood, bnt I 
determined to try it with the rest. I let 
myself over the side, but I was too weak 
to swim and sank to the 
bottom. 


It seemed a long time that I was 
under water, but I felt a big wave 
lift me up and hurry me along. Then iti 
left me on the rocks. The coral was as 
sharp as knives. You can sec the scars 
on my hands and arms here where I was 
cut, but my legs were cnt worse. I was 
utterly helpless, but I called for my mate, 
and he saved me. All of my crew were 
saved, but in such a condition as you 
never saw. My trousers had been cut 
away, so that only the waistband re- 
mained. My coat was in sheds. Some 
of the men were almost naked. I had one 
shoe on. I got a pair of trousers from a 
black man, and then an officer from the 
Canal Company, a Frenchman, came 
along, took us all to a hotel, fed us, gave, 
us clothing and made us comfortable. He 
would take no pay. 


"The heroism of the sailors in port was 


particularly shown in the efforts to rescue 
Captain Llndego of the British ship Lin- 
ton, with his wife and two children. One 
of the children was a girl of three years 
and the other a babe in arms. The Cap- 
tain of the French steamer Fournel, see- 
in!: cheir danger, got a lifeboat manned 
with volunteers, his chief officer going in 
command. The boat was swamped,liut 
all hands were saved except the mate- 
Captain Oxholm of the Douglas Castle 
wa.s among those trying to rescue the 
women. The boat was cleared out and 
sent again wilh 
a 
fresh 
crew, the 


chief engineer of the Fournel taking 
charge. 
She was rolled over by the 


breakers, and the engineer was lost. The 
third trial was successful and the woman 
and her baby were brought safe ashore, 
but the Captain and his little girl, and all 
of his crew, were lost. The bodies of the 
mate and the engineer were recovered, 
and with the body of an American, who 
lost liis life while trying to save others, 
were buried with military honors," 


Captain Oxholm said that over sixty 


lives were lost, and twenty-two vessels' 
were wrecked. "You can tell how com- 
pletely my ship was wrecked," he added. 
"She was sold at auction for 813, and 
her cargo of !>21 tons of coal brought 
flO." 


Among the vessels lost was the brig 


Stella, loaded with dynamite. While the 
storm raged no one stopped to think what 
would be the effect if her pounding on the 
rocks should happen to set off her cargo, 
but, when all was over arid everybody had 
time to get scared, few wonM venture 
near the wreck.

PROHIBITION WINS. 


Tudff* Clarke'* Decision in the 


Contest Case—Probable Appeal. 


AUGUSTA, GA., December 26.—Argu- 


ment in the contested election cases, 
growing ont of the recent Prohibition 
election, has been concluded in the Su- 
perior Court, before Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke. Jndge Clarke rendered his de- 
cision against the liquor dealers. 
In de- 


livering his opinion, he said: 


As to the constitutional questions raised 


In tbe case, as ever; Intelligent member 
knows. It has bean a familiar doctrine 
that courts are reluctant to deal with 
them. In a clear case ana upon ur- 
gent demand, the 
constitutionality 
ol 
an act will be adjudicated, oth erwlae not. 
Complainant's bill does not aak in terms 
that the election be suspended. Tbe thing 
tbat he pravs for lt» that the Ordinary be re* 
strained from announcing the result of the, 
election. Now, it seems to me for this Court 
to declare tbat 8,000 citizens of this county, 
on the 25th day of November, deposlteditheir 
votes In the ballot-box and retired to their 
homes, and bad thns beld an election upon 
a pending question, and yet solemnly to ad- 
judge that those votes shall not be taken 
from the ballot-box and counted andthe re- 
sult declared, would be to trifle with the 
highest and most sacred rights of these 
citizens. I am| obliged, as Chancellor, to 
deny this application." 


Counsel for the liquor men at once 


urged that the restraining order be con- 
tinued iu force until the matter could be 
heard by the Supreme Court. Counsel 
for the Prohibitionists matte a stubborn 
resistance, and Judge Clarke finally de- 
cided not to continue the order in force. 
-As soon as he made that announcement 
Ordinary Calhoum drew from his pocket 
a paper, to which he quickly attached hia 
signature, and said to those around him: 


"Gentlemen, here Is the result. I de- 


clare it to be 228 for prohibition." 


At that moment J. T. Glenn, of counsel 


for the liquor men, walked over to the 
Ordinary and tendered a contest before 
that functionary, who refused to take it, 
saying, as he did so, that the result had 
been declared. 
Glenn said to Judge 


Clarke: 


"I call your Honor's attention to the 


fact that he refused to receive a contest 
which we proposed to file." 


A lawyer for the Prohibitionists an- 


»wered: "Well, now, you can't make a 
witness out of the Court." 


Glenn responded: "We will get you 


fet," and left the Court-room. 


Later in the day a rnle was granted or- 


dering Calhoun to appear on Monday 
next, and show cause why he should 
not hear the contest. It is a foregone 
conclusion, however, that nothing can 
oojv prevent the law going into effect, 
and no serious interference is expected 
until it is enforced. It may then be de- 
clared unconstitutional. 


RE6ARDLESS 


A Proclamation by Governor Zulick. 
PRESCOTT, A. T., December 26.— 


Governor Zulick 1ms issued a proclama- 
tion in which he says: "It is with re- 
gret that I feel called upon to notice 
officially the inflammatory appeals made 
to the people of this Territory in con- 
nection with our Indian difficulties." 
The Governor proceeds to make an earn- 
est appeal to the people to refrain from 
unlawful attacks upon the Indians, which 
would only tend to increase the troubles. 
lie adds: 
"I warn all evil-disposed 


persons|tliat the powers of the Federal 
and 
Territorial Government will be 


invoked to preserve the rights of all per- 
sons within our bonier." This proclamu 
tiou is caflcd out by the threats that have 
been made by citizens to begin a war of 
extermination against the Indians, in- 
cluding those on the San Carlos reserva- 
tion. Though the latter are not as a tribe 
engaged in hostilities, the people are ex- 
asperated by the fact that the reservation 
is sometimes used as a sort of refuge and 
starting point for the raiders. 


Three Men Killed By Indians. 


DUNCAN, A. T., December 26,—Infor- 


mation has reached here that a party of 
Indians attacked and killed three men 
who were in charge of some horses near 
Steeplfe Rock. They then stole the horses 
and escaped to the hills. 


Eleven Savages Killed. 


EL PASO, TEX., December 26.—South- 


em and Central New Mexico is wild with 
excitement over the ravages of the In- 
dians, and in numerous localities the peo- 
ple are discussing the propriety ot put- 
ting local troops in the field. A number 
of volunteers, well trained, are already 
out, and it is now learned that in a raid 
upon an Indian encampment early yester- 
day morning eleven savages were killed 
and thirty of their horses were captured. 
The party was mainly composed of Mexi- 
can 
residents 
and 
acted 
under 


the guidance ot "Big Jim," a colored 
Deputy-Sheriff. The raid took place be- 
fore daylight. The savages were en- 
camped in the vicinity of ttie railroad, be- 
tween Clifton and tordsburg, and the 
volunteers approached them by riding on 
a train. The news reached Las Cruces 
yesterday, having been brought by run- 
ner, and had the effect of greatly quieting 
the people of the town. The savages are 
well armed, but were completely sur- 
prised and fled without making much re- 
sistance. The greater portion of them 
escaped. They threw down their arms 
and scattered through the mountains on 
foot. 


Telegraphed for Troops. 


PORTLAND, 
ORE., December 26.—A 


Port Townsend, W. T., special says: A 
number of citizens of Quellente, a town 
125 nicies distant, telegraphed her* that 
an Indian outbreak was feared, and asked 
for protection. A revenue cutter at once 
took on board a number of soldiers from 
the Fort and has proceeded to the scene 
of threatened danger. 
The trouble 


grows out of the ill-treatment of the In- 
dians by the white settlers. It is not be- 
lieved that it will be serious, but no par- 
ticulars have as yet been received.

seriously hurt by the fall ot a cage in the 
Niantio mine shaft some months ago, has 
by his attorneys, Mitchell, Murray & 
Mithell, of Springfield, and W. T. Cos- 
sins, ot Deoatur, commenced a suit in the 
Maoon county circuit court against the 
Niantio Coal Mining Company, placing 
damages at 910,000. It will be remem- 
bered that the men alluded to, Leonard 
among the number, got into the cage at 
the top of the shaft to go down into the 
mine. The machinery gave way in some 
manner and the cage shot down the shaft 
at a terrific rate of speed, striking the 
bottom with such forca as to break a 
thick piece of timber and throw the men 
out in different directions. All were 
more or less seriously hurt, Leonard BO 
badly injured as to warrant the at tend- 
ing surgeons to make the prediction at 
the time that he could not live. But he 
recovered, and now asks the company to 
pony up 810,000. It is alleged that the 
accident was due to the earelessnes of an 
alleged incompetent engineer, or helper, 
who disappeared at the time ot the mis- 
hap and has not since been heard of 
about Niantio.

THE DEAD SOLDIER. 


Brat Farley Poor*'* Reminiscence* ol 


General Grant. 


General Grant used to love to tali 


about Mexico better than almost anj 
other topic. He was while there Quar- 
termaster of the Fourth Infantry, and 
.he could have remained in the rear with 
ibis baggage tram during a battle, but 
'he was always at the front, and se- 
•cured, by. his gallantry, promotion from 
the rank of Second Lieutenant to that 
of Captain by brevet. He took great 
interest in the National Cemetery 
established in the suburbs of the City 
of Mexico, to which the remains of 
those who fell in the great battles 
(ought by General Scott's army were 
removed. In the spring of 1875 tie di- 
rected General Belknap, then Secretary 
of War, to aend me to inspect this cem- 
etery. It is a beautiful spot, and I 
found that Consul-General Skilton had 
it kept in the best of order. 


On my return from Washington I re- 


ported at the White House, and General 
Grant talked with me for nearly three 
hours. He showed an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the Government and 
business of Mexico, but expressed no 
opinion as to the practicability or the 
possibility of future annexation. He 
had asked me, before I went, to see il 
I could find the house at Taoubaya, 
one of the suburbs of the city, in which 
he was quartered, and he described its 
locality. I could not find it, and when 
he went himself to Mexico, a few years 
'later, he was equally unsuccessful. 


General Grant used to talk about tbe 


Mexican 
cooking, which he rather 


fancied. Among the dishes which suit- 
ed his palate was the olle podrida, or 
Spanish stew of mutton, pork, cabbage, 
beans, onions, red peppers—in short, 
almost as many things as were con- 
tained in the sheet which St. Peter pro- 
nounced unclean. Frijoles, small black 
beans, were stewed in lard and sea- 
weeds with red pepper. Tortillas were 
made of half boiled hominy, roiled and 
kneaded into thin, tough cakes, baked 
between heated stoues. And there was 
pulque, a yeasty beer, which is the 
fermented sap of a large variety of the 
cactus family, scooped from cavities 
cut in the growing plant and put np in 
hogskina. There have been some mys- 
terious allusions to Grant leaving the 
army, bnt there was nothing dishonor- 
able about it 
He was a Captain in the 


fourth infantry, in which he fought in 
every battle of the Mexican war, on 
both Scott's and Taylor's lines, with 
the exception of Buena Vista. On his 
return to the States his regiment was 
ordered to the North Pacific coast, 
where his pay would not allow him to 
support his wife and children, and 
where there was nothing to enliven the 
ronnd of military duties. He became 
dissipated, and the result was that he 
was told by his commander he had 
better resign or reform. 
He accord- 


ingly placed his resignation in the 
hands Cononel Buchanan, to be used in 
case of his intoxication. A few weeks 
later he visited San Francisco, where 
some convivial army friends got him on 
a "tear," and when he returned to hfs 
post he found, to his mortification, that 
Colonel Buchanan, hearing of his tRs- 
sipation, had forwarded his resignation 
with such a recommendation as would 
secure its immediate acceptance. He 
was again a private citizen, and his 
friends, Alfred Pleasantun, then a Lieu- 
tenant of dragoons, and Kufus Ingalls, 
then the Post Quartermaster, advanced 
him money enough to pay his passage 
to St Louis by the way of the Isthmus 
of Panama. 
When he signed his last 


pay receipt before leaving his regiment 
ne said to a friend: "Ten years hence 
you will hear from me as'a substantial, 
well-to-do Missouri farmer." 


Grant's attempt at farming neai 


St. Louis, however, was not a success. 
The land was poor, and his crops did 
not prove remunerative. Indeed, his 
only cash income was derived from 
hre-wooj, which he and his ne°;ro man 
would cut and which he would haul to 
St Louis, going (from house to house 
until he could sell it at five dollars a 
cord. Among his customers was Henry 
T Blow, who was afterward elected to 
Congress, where he took Mrs. Blow to 
one ot President Grant's receptions at 
the White House. Mrs. Blow wondered 
if General Grant would recognize her 
as an old friend or acquaintance, under 
the different circumstances of their rel- 
ative situations in life. 
Mrs. Blow 


had not been long at the General's be- 
fore he went to her and said. "Mrs. 
Blow, I remember you well. What 
great changes have taken place since 
we last met!" 
"Yes, General," said 
Mrs. Blow, "the war is over." "I do 
not mean that," he replied, "I meant 
with myself. Do you recollect when I 
used to supply yonr husband with 
wood, and pile it myself and measure it, 
too, and go np to his office for my 
pay?" "Oh yes, General, your face 
was|familiar in those days." "Mrs. Blow, 
those were happy days, for I was doing 
the best I coald to support my family " 
—Boston Budget.

Destructive Avalanches. 


A statistical memoir lately issued b; 


the Italian Government gives some idea 
of the great destruction caused annually 
by avalanches in the Alpine districts of 
Italy and the Tyrol. In the single dis- 
trict of the Val jji Susa two avalanches 
fell on January 18; one at Devies, be- 
tween Exilles and Salbertanu, was esti- 
mated at about 60 meters long and 6 
deep, and slid down the slope a distance 
of about a kilometer. 
Its volume is 


supposed to have been 360,000 cubic 
meters, and the weight of show compos- 
ing it was 46.000 tons. It destroyed 16 
houses and killed 48 persons. The sec- 
ond avalanche of January 18 fell near 
Venaus, was 150 meters long; its vol- 
ume was about 3,000,000 CUBIC meters, 
and it bore nearly 260,000 tons of snow. 
But, although the sMde extended to 
nearly 4 kiknoeten, only 24 houses 
«r»ro wreaked by H «nd six person* 
toueu.
